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PREP AGE, 


On the death of Governor Copley in 1693, Sir Edmond Andros, then 
Governor of Virginia, at once seized the government of Maryland, by 
virtue, as he declared, of a royal commission empowering him so to 
do in the event of Copley’s death, and the absence of Francis Nichol- 
son, the Lieut.-Governor, who was in England. The commission, 
however, on being examined was found to read otherwise, making 
the appointment contingent on the death of Nicholson and the absence 
of Copley. <A question as to its validity under the circumstances was 
raised in the Assembly, but no opposition was made to the assump- 
tion of Andros, who soon returned to Virginia, leaving Nicholas 
Greenberry, President of the Council, as acting Governor. 

Sir Thomas Lawrence, their Majesties’ Secretary for Maryland, had 
been impeached by Copley’s administration, deprived of his offices 
and imprisoned, against which actions he had appealed to the Board 
of Trade. An order from that body was now received, declaring 
these proceedings illegal, and reinstating him in his offices. In May, 
1694, Sir Thomas was appointed by Andros President of the Council 
and acting Governor. ; 

In the summer, Nicholson came into the Province, produced his 
commission and assumed the government. 

It is to be regretted that no biography of Nicholson has been writ- 
ten, and still more to be regretted that a considerable part of the 
slight information we have, comes from certainly hostile, and probably 
unscrupulous sources. The recorded facts of his life, in brief, are 
these : 

Francis Nicholson was born, it is said, in 1660, but the place of his 
birth is not mentioned. In the earliest notice of him, we find him a 
commissioned officer in the British navy, first as ensign, and then as 
lieutenant. His connection with America began in 1686, when he 
was sent out as Lieutenant-Governor of the northern colonies, which 
had been consolidated under the rule of the violent and arbitrary Sir 
Edmond Andros, whose destiny seems to have been to carry a storm- 
centre with him wherever he went. 
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When the news of the Revolution of 1688 had reached America, 
Andros, who was supposed to be a partisan of James, and whose 
ideas of popular freedom and the sanctity of.charters were James's 
own, was deposed by a popular uprising and thrown into prison in 
Boston. Nicholson, who represented him in New York, also fell 
under suspicion. Though he was well known to be a Protestant, his 
commission from a Catholic monarch was little less than the mark of 
the beast; and a rumor arising that he was plotting to surrender the 
province to the French, a revolt broke out, headed by a German 
named Jacob Leisler, who seized the fort and usurped the govern- 
ment. Nicholson, finding himself powerless to resist, sailed for 
England. 

In 1690 he was sent out to Virginia as Lieut.-Governor—that is, 
really as Governor, as Lord Howard of Effingham, fortunately for the 
province, determined to reside for the future in England, and limit 
his activities to drawing his salary. Nicholson showed himself to be 
a governor of a different kind from his narrow-minded and rapacious 
chief. He had paid much attention to colonial affairs, and sent impor- 
tant information and valuable advice to the Privy Council. His resi- 
dence in New York had opened his eyes to the far-reaching designs 
of the French, and the perils threatening British rule in America, and 
he strongly urged a union of all the colonies on the mainland in 
defence against Canada. 

Nor was he concerned with foreign policy alone. He saw in Vir- 
ginia the great need of popular education. ‘There were practically no 
schools in the Province, and while wealthy planters could import pri- 
vate tutors for their sons, and then send them to England or the con- 
tinent to finish their education, the less prosperous had to see their 
children grow up in ignorance. Nicholson set zealously to work to 
improve this state of things, both by exhortation and example. For 
one thing, he gave his houses and lots in Yorktown for the establish- 
ment of a free school. 

More important was his coéperation with the excellent Dr. James 
Blair in founding William and Mary College, which was chartered in 
1693, with Blair as the President, and Nicholson as the head of the 
Board of Trustees. Its objects were three-fold: to provide a seminary 
of ministers of the Gospel, to educate youth in good letters and man- 
ners, and to propagate Christianity among the Indians. Nicholson 
lent this noble foundation his heartiest support until his recall to 


England and subsequent assignment to another field of duty in 
Maryland. 
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In July, 1694, Nicholson arrived in the Province. In September he 
summoned an Assembly to meet at St. Maries, and at once began to 
impress upon the members the importance of public education. He 
desired the doors of knowledge to be thrown open to the poor: the 
rich could open them for themselves ; and what he wanted was a free 
school in every county. Our ancestors—with all respect to their 
memory—were a rather close-fisted generation, and this was a propo- 
sition to take their breath away. Ten counties—ten schoolhouses to 
be built—ten schoolmasters to be paid ! 

But Nicholson was not the man to be turned from his purpose. He 
argued and pleaded with the Councillors and Burgesses. They would 
begin with one school at Severn. He would himself give more than 
anybody. He would pay £50 sterling out of his own pocket at once, 
and £25 yearly as long as he held office. He would give his one- 
third of all vessels forfeited for violation of the navigation acts [see p. 
181]. In fine, he pushed and dragged and shamed them into liberality ; 
and the Council and Burgesses at last loosened their purse-strings 
and contributed 45,000 pounds of tobacco toward building a school- 
house and engaging a master. Indeed they thought they saw their 
way clear to two free schools, one at Severn for the Western, and one 
at Oxford for the Eastern Shore. 

Nicholson also turned his attention toward the insufficient provision 
for the clergy, whose condition in Maryland was, for the most part, 
deplorable, and urged the erection of a decent parsonage house with 
suitable glebe, in every parish; and with his usual liberality offered £5 
sterling out of his own pocket toward building each house, and to take 
on himself the expense of surveying the glebes. His zeal and 
generosity so impressed the Lower House, that they passed an 
address of thanks to him, which may be read in the Assembly pro- 
ceedings. . 

Another important act of his, in 1694, was to remove the seat of 
government from St. Maries to the new town on the Severn, called 
Anne Arundel, and afterwards Annapolis. It was a wise and indeed 
a necessary change. The centre of population had moved northward, 
and St. Maries was at the extreme southern boundary, besides being 
unhealthy. 

In 1696 the.desire of Nicholson’s heart was fulfilled. An Act was 
passed providing for a free school at Annapolis to be called King 
William’s School. The administration was to be vested in a Board of 
Trustees, with Nicholson at their head, incorporated as the Rectors, 
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Governors, and Trustees of the free schools of Maryland. Provision 
was made for its support by an export duty on furs; and whenever 
the yearly income from all sources should exceed £120, the overplus 
should go to founding another school at Oxford. 

In 1698 Nicholson returned to Virginia as Governor, where one of 
his first acts was to transfer the capital from unhealthy, Jamestown to 
a more salubrious site on the peninsula between the James and York 
rivers, where he laid out a city which he named Williamsburg. He 
was still disquieted at the aggressive plans of the French; and per- 
ceiving that it was not possible to induce the colonies to codperate in 
any system of defence, he wrote to the English government recom- 
mending that they should all be placed under a viceroy with regal 
powers, and a standing army organized. 

Nicholson was recalled to England in 1705, and I have not found 
any record of his career until 1709, when he was placed in command 
of a force intended to operate in conjunction with a British fleet against 
the French at Montreal. He began his work with great diligence, and 
strengthened the frontier defences, but the promised fleet failed to 
arrive in time and the plan was abandoned. 

He then returned to England to advise as to the further pros- 
ecution of the war. The French had made firm friends of the Algon- 
kin tribes of Indians (known in our records as “ Canada Indians ’’) and 
Nicholson was urgent that alliances should be maintained with their 
enemies, the Five Nations, or Iroquois. To enforce his arguments 
he took with him to England five great Sachems of the Mohawk tribe, 
whose appearance made a strong impression upon the Londoners, 
as may be seen by references in the literature of the time. Oddly 
enough, these Indians furnished the name of “Mohocks” to a 
rufhanly crew who infested the streets of London for years, and 
with whose outrages all who have read the literature of Anne’s reign 
are familiar. 

Nicholson was also commissioned by the Massachusetts Assembly 
to urge action against the French Acadians. This suggestion was 
carried out, a force was sent, and Acadia seized as well as Port 
Royal, in which latter operation Nicholson commanded, and of which 
he afterwards published an account. 

In 1711 there were renewed operations against Canada, and 
Nicholson was placed at the head of all the land forces, to be 
assisted by a British fleet. Again the plan resulted in failure; the 
fleet was wrecked, and an attack upon Quebec having failed, he 
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could only disband his forces in the field, and devote his energies 
to strengthening the frontier. 

In 1713 he was appointed Governor of Nova Scotia, and in 1720 
he was knighted for his many and important services. 

In 1719 the Proprietors of South Carolina were adjudged to have 
forfeited their charter, and the province was made a royal govern- 
ment. Maladministration had brought the colony to a sad pass; 
discontent was universal, the Indians were threatening the interior, 
the coast was infested by pirates, the Spaniards were planning an 
attack, and an insurrection had broken out, menacing the govern- 
ment. Nicholson arrived in 1721, and was received with universal 
demonstrations of joy. He soon quieted all discontents, cleared the 
coast of pirates, and made a firm alliance with the Indians. Here 
too he promoted the building of schools, contributing liberally from 
his private means, and bringing over teachers from England. 

In 1725 Nicholson returned to England and never revisited Amer- 
ica, though he retained the nominal governorship of South Carolina 
until his death, on March 5,1728(N.S.). By his will, dated a year 
before his death, he dedicated all his property in Virginia, New Eng- 
land and Pennsylvania to missionary purposes. 

Dr. Bray,* in his Memorial on the Present State of Religion on the 
Continent of North America, says of Nicholson: 

“The gratitude which all who are well affected to Christianity do 
owe, more especially the Clergy, and above all myself to that admir- 
able Patron of Religion and Learning, Colonel Francis Nicholson, the 
present Governour of Virginia, forbids me to pass over in silence 
those glorious works which he is there carrying on with such unusual 
Application, and which when accomplished must render his Memory 
sweet to all succeeding generations.” 

On March 24, 1900, the Maryland Society of the Colonial Dames of 


* The Rev. Thomas Bray (1656-1730) was appointed by the Bishop of London his Commissary 
in Maryland in 1695, though owing to a defect in the Act establishing the Church of England, he 
could not set out for the Province until 1699. The Maryland clergy being for the most part too 
poor to buy books, Dr. Bray exerted himself for the establishment of parochial libraries in the 
Province, and obtained subscriptions from both archbishops and a number of bishops. His first 
library was established in Annapolis, Queen Anne contributing liberally, and by his exertions no 
less than thirty-nine such libraries were founded in America in his lifetime. In all this good 
work he had the zealous support of Governor Nicholson, He obtained from King William in 
1701 a charter for an association for the propagation of the Gospel in the plantations, and labored 
unremittingly in the causes of missions and education until his death. 
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America erected, in memory of Gov. Nicholson, in the McCoy Building, 
Johns Hopkins University, a tablet with this inscription :

~ To return to our Council Record : 

Nicholson’s dealings with the insolent and flagitious John Coode, 
will be found more at large in the Assembly Journal. This wretch, an 
apostate clergyman of profligate life and foul and blasphemous speech, 
had been a stirrer-up of sedition in the Province ever since Fendall’s 
time, and was the chief ringleader in the conspiracy that seized the 
government in 1689. 

The editor has just received, from Henry F. Thompson, Esq., the 
following interesting letter about Fendall and Coode, copied by Mr. 
Thompson from the original in the Bodleian Library, Oxford. 


Letter from the Chancellor of Maryland to Col. Henry Meese Mer- 
chant in London Concerning the late Troubles in Maryland. 

Colonel Meese 

| Yoakely being now ready to Sail, 1 thought it fit to 
acknowledge the receipt of your Letters this year; I have only that 
before me, which you writ by Mr. Ambrose Sanderson, and shall for 
your sake, his Functions, and his own, serve him in any thing I may ; 
The rest of your letters I have left at home, so must defer my answer 
till the next Ship. 

I find by the Masters of the Ships, that the Imprisonment of Capt. 
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Josias Fendall, and Capt. John Coode, hath made so great a noise at 
London; and therefore I thought it necessary to give you an account 
of it,as having been formerly an Inhabitant of Maryland and an Eye- 
witness of the carriage of Capt. Fendall in the years 1659, and 1660, 
when he Perfidiously broke his oath and Trust, being Governour of this 
Province ; cancelled his Commission from the. then Lord Proprietor, 
and took a new one from the Assembly. For that offence he was 
only Fin’d and declar’d uncapable of ever bearing any Office in this 
Province, as you may remember, and that hath gaul’d him ever since; 
and to get into Office he now sets all his Wits to work inciting the 
People in Charles’s County to Mutiny and Sedition; and Tampering 
with some of the Justices of Peace in St. Marie’s County: First 
telling the People they were Fools to pay any Taxes (though laid by 
Act of Assembly) that there was Wars in England between the King 
and the Parliament; and that now nothing was Treason, a man might 
say anything ;- And then to the Justices hinting how easie a matter it 
was to overturn the Government here by seizing the Lord Proprietor, 
the Chancellor, Secretary and Colonel Darnall, all the rest (as he 
said) signifying nothing. The Justice of the Peace told him he had no 
Commission, and that it would be downright Rebellion. He went from 
him, and revealed this discourse to another Justice, who discovered 
this whole matter to my Lord. Shortly after this Capt. John Coode 
falls upon a time, at a Feast, into discourse with a Papist, who was 
suing a Friend of his for a piece of Land; and said, That he need not 
trouble himself for a piece of Land, for that no Papist in Mary-land 
should be Owner of any Land at all in this Province within three 
months ; for that he had ten thousand Men at his Command ; and he 
could make it High-water or Low-water when he pleased. 

After this, Coode was observed to make Visits to Fendal, which he 
never used to do before, and they both went over into Virginia; and 
within a few days after their return from thence, a Boat designed for 
Carolina from Maryland, was forced in by bad weather to a House in 
Virginia, where the Owner of the Boat heard that Fendal and Coode 
had been thereabouts; and that the whole discourse there was that 
Fendal intended to raise Mutiny in Maryland, and that he and Coode 
would carry their Families into Virginia. This being Sworn to, and 
at that very instant Information being given, that one of Capt. 
Coode’s Servants reported, that his Master intended to remove his 
Family on the Thursday following into Virginia; made my Lord think 
it high time to look to the.Security and. Peace of the Province, and 
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therefore sent Colonel Darnal with about ten men to bring Coode and 
Fendal before him and the Council; Colonel Darnal came to Coode’s 
when it was hght and the Servants using to go to work opened the 
door, at which Colonel Darnal entered alone, leaving his Men without, 
and coming into Mr. Coode’s Chamber, told him he was his Prisoner; 
Coode at first laid his hand upon his Sword, but at last yielded; after 
which Col. Darnal went over the River, and took Capt. Fendal also, 
and brought them before my Lord and Council. And the next day 
after, Mrs. Coode did Hector my Lord ata rate I never heard from 
a Woman before; by which you may conclude she was not run mad 
with the fright of her Husband’s being pull’d out of his Bed, as we 
were told her son Slye falsly reports at London. 

Three or four days after I saw her at St. Maries, and then I did 
suspect she would not continue long in her wits, knowing she had 
been mad awhile upon the death of her eldest son, about the year 
1659 and had heard she sometimes fell into like Fits since. 

After this my Lord took Bail for Coode within five days, but Fendal 
was kept till my Lord had secured Lieutenant George Godfrey, who 
laid a Plot to unhorse his Captain, and carry the Troop to the rescue 
of Fendal, instead of searching for the Indians, that had Murther’d 
some of our Planters and were daily expected to fall into Charles 
County, in great numbers; as they afterwards did in less than three 
weeks. 

My Lord intends to send over their Tryals, that the World may see 
with how much Favour the Court proceeded, and to stop the Mouth 
of Calumny ; so that I shall not trouble you now any further but ere I 
make an end, must present my own and my Wifes service to your 
second-self as you stile her ; and so subscribe 

myself Sir, Your humble Servant 
Philip Calvert. 
From Patuxent River-side this 29” December 1681. 


Liber H. D, from which nearly the whole of the present volume is 
taken, presents peculiar difficulties to an editor. The scribe, while 
entering the sessions of the Council in regular order, had a way of 
recording letters, commissions, and other documents at the end of the 
book, under a separate paging. Many of the entries in the body of 
the book are quite out of place, as if the writer had got his original 
notes confused, and worked them in wherever he found a blank space. 
As far as possible these have been brought into chronological order.

The Rt Hono’ the Lords of the Comittee for Trade & 
Plantations haveing laid before his Maj'¥ in Councill a Report 
from S' Thomas Trevor Kn‘ their Majesties Sollicit' Generall 
vpon severall demands of the Lord Baltemore as Lord Propri- 
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etary of their Maj‘** Province of Maryland, which haveing been 
this day Read at the board as followeth, Viz' 


To the Rt Hon?" the Lords of the Committee of 
Trade & Plantations. 


In obedience to yo" Lordships Ord" of Reference of the 19" 
of September last I have considered of the severall Demands 
made by my Lord Baltemore in the Province of Maryland and 
Represented to their Ma‘ by the Assembly of that Province, 
and I have been attended by the Lord Baltemore and his 
Councill; and as to his Lo® first Demand of Twelve pence 
p Hogshead for all Tobacco exported out of that Province, I 
finde the said Duty is part of a certain Duty of two shillings 
a Hogshead for all Tobacco exported from that Province, 
Granted by an act of the Assembly there, of the 7 of March 
1671, One Moiety whereof is by the said.Act appropriated to 
the publick service for the better Support of the Government ; 
and the other Moiety (which is the Twelve pence a Hogshead 
now demanded by the Lord Baltemore) is thereby granted to 
the Lord Baltemore, to be received by him for his owne Use 
as Proprietor of the said Province and that the said Twelve 
pence a Hogshead was by Ord* of Councill, the 26" of ffeb’ 
1690, directed to be answered & paid to the Lord Baltemore, 
as Proprietor of Maryland, and 1 doe not finde, that the As- 
sembly doe much contest my Lords Right to this Duty of 
Twelve pence a Hogshead, in the Representation they have 
made to their Ma‘ where they say they are with their Ma‘ 
Royal Assent ready to confirme the same to his Lo? provided 
his Lo? Grant the same Conditions of Plantations, he did be- 
fore the happy Revolutions; or the same, that their Maj‘*s doe 
to the Colony of Virginia, to the Inhabitants of that Province; 
But what those Conditions are, it doth not appeare to me, 
otherwise than by looking into the said Act of Assembly in 
1671, by which the said Duty was Granted to the Lord Balte- 
more, Upon condition, that his Lo? should accept a pound of 
Tobacco instead & lieu of every Two pence Rent at any time 
reserved vpon any Grant of Land made by his Lo? which 
Condition his Lo? affirms to me, he alwaies hath and still is 
ready to comply with. 

As to the second Demand of ffourteen pence :p Ton for all 
Tobacco’s exported out of that Province, I finde by an Act of 
the Assembly of that Province in 1661, it was Enacted, that 
all Vessells whatsoever not properly belonging to that Pro- 
vince haveing a Deck flush fore & aft, comeing in,and Trade- 
ing within that Province, should pay for Port Duty’s & Anchor- 


age a pound of powder, and Three pounds of shot, or soe 
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much in Value for every Tun of Burthen, to the s* Proprietor Lib. c. B. 
and his heires. 

Which Duty hath by Usage been turned into Money, Vizt 
ffourteen pence :p Ton, and soe answered to the Lord Balte- 
more, and constantly applyed to his owne Use, and not to the 
Support of the Governm' as the Lord Baltemore affirms to 
me, and by Ord" of Councill of the 26" of ffeb'Y 1690, this 
Duty of ffourteen pence :p Ton was directed to be answered 
to the Lord Baltemore as Proprietor of the Province, And like- p. 23 
wise Instructions Given Coll Copley Govern’ of Maryland to 
permitt the Lord Baltemore or his Agents to Receive the same 
without any disturbance or interruption, And I conceive that 
Upon the Words of the Act, this Duty doth belong to my 
Lord Baltemore as Proprietor to be Received by him, to his 
owne Use; And it would be a thing of dangerous consequence 
to admitt of Paroll proof of an intention in the Law makers 
different from the Words of Law, to say, that the Duty which 
the Act calls a Port Duty, was intended to be a ffort Duty ; 
And it seems to be admitted by the Assembly, that this Duty 
of ffourteen pence p Ton doth by Law now belong to the 
Lord Baltemore by desireing their Maj'* Royall Assent to an 
Act to invest it in their Majesties, 

As to the Demands of ffines & Amerciam‘ I conceive vpon 
pervseall of the Charter Granted by King Charles the ffirst to 
the Lord Baltemore, and of their Ma‘* Comission Granted to 
Coll Copley to be Governor in Cheife of that Province, that 
the Lord Baltemore hath not a right to the ffines & Amerciam* 
that have accrued since their Maj'*s said Comission to Coll 
Copley, whereby their Maj"** have taken the whole Governm! 
of that Province into their owne hands, Except onely ffines & 
Amerciam* in the Courts of any Mannor, of which the Lord 
Baltemore is Lord. Because I doe not finde, that ffines & 
Amerciam*® are expresssly Granted to the Lord Baltemore by 
the Charter of King Charles the ffirst, soe that I conceive he 
never had any other Title to them, but as Governor of the 
Province, the Courts of Justice being held in his Name; which 
Title is now determined by their Maj'*s Assumption of the 
Governm! into their owne hands, and appointing a Govern" 
there, whoe by his Comission hath Expresse Power Granted p. 24 
to him to Erect Courts of Judicature for the better Adminis- 
tration of Justice, as occasion shall require, which Courts I 
conceive being Erected by their Maj"** Comission, must be 
held in their Names, and are their Courts and not the Lord 
Baltemores, and the ffines & Amerciam* there set will belong 
to their Maj'*s And I conceive such a Right in the Lord Bal- 
temore to all fines &c* would be inconsistent with that part of 
their Maj'*s Comission to the Governor of that Province, 
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whereby he hath Power Granted him of Remitting & pardon- 
ing ffines set vpon Offenders, according as he shall thinke 
them fit Objects of Mercy, which he cannot doe if the Lord 
Baltimore be Entitled to them. 

As to the Demand of Waifes, Strays, Wilde horses & Wilde 
Hogs, I conceive that such Cattle as are mentioned in the 
Representation to be claimed as strays, are not in Law such, 
because they are Markt with the Marke of the Owner, which 
Marke being on Record, every person is obliedged to take 
Notice to whome they belong. And I doe not finde that wilde 
horses or Hogs are Granted to the Lord Baltemore by the 
Charter of King Charles the ffirst; And therefore I conceive 
the Right to them is in the Crowne as being fferae Natura, 
and the Property thereof in noe particular person, And tho 
there be an Act of the Assembly, which gives such Goods (to 
which noe Person hath a Right) to the Lord Proprietor, yet I 
conceive that Act cannot take away their Maj Right thereto 
Unless the Royall Assent had been given to such Act, which 
doth not appeare to me was ever obtained. 

As to the last Demand, in Relation to Bills, Bonds, Records 
& other Writeings belonging to his Lo? Lands: I conceive 
that the Bills & Bonds, if the ffact be, as ’tis affirmed to me by 
the Lord Baltemore, that they are his Securities for the severall 
Sumes of Money agreed to be paid his Lo? by the Planters, 
vpon his Granting Land to them, and that they were in his 


Pp. 25 custody, and Seized and taken from his Servant there, Upon 


his Lo being discharged of the Governm'. The Case being 
soe, I think it may be just & reasonable, that they should be 
Restored to his Lo? again, and I cannot see any prejudice can 
thereby happen to the parties by whome such Bonds or Bills 
were Given, thé they have not Executed their Warrants nor 
had Certificates Returned; ffor the Bonds cannot be put in 
Suite till the Lord Baltemore hath performed the Conditions 
on his part. 

But I conceive it proper, that the Records which are of pub- 
lick Use to preserve the Inhabitants Title to their Lands 
should be kept Under the custody of the Governor.

vember in the first yeare of our Reigne constituting you our 
Lieutenant Governor of our Dominion and Colony of Virginia 
doe Cease & Determine from the Date of these presents 
Except vpon the Death or absence from America of the said 
S' Edmond Andros In which Case Our Will & Pleasure is 
that you take vpon you the Cheife Comand of our said Do- 
minion and Execute the Powers of our Comission Given to 
the said S‘ Edmund Andros Untill our Pleasure be knowne 
And if vpon the death or absence of you the said ffrancis 
Nicholson out of our said Province of Maryland there be noe 
person Comissionated or Appointed by vs to be Comander in 
Cheife of our said province Our Will and Pleasure is that the 
then present Councill of that our Province Doe take vpon 
them the Administracon of the Governmt and Execute this 
Comission and the severall powers & Authorityes therein 
Contained And that the first Councellor whoe shall be at the 
time of your Death or absence Residing within our Province

during Our Will & pleasure In Witness whereof We have 
Caused these our Letters to be made Patents Witness 
our Selves at Westminister the Tenth day of ffebruary in the 
fifth yeare of our Reigne.

Our Covenant is so that We have continually concluded to

have our Eyes open vpon Cadaracqui that no body should 
make any settlem' there again, now the Govern’ of Canida 
hath made his fire and is reparing the Walls there; Now 
Brother Caijenquiragoe, Give notice to New England & all 
the Brethren that are in Covenant with Us, and come vp with 
ffive hundred men & Cannon, and let Us go hand in hand to 
see what the Enemy do at Cadaracqui, and We will make our 
Canoes ready to assist you in carrying vp your Artillary over 
the carrying place, There is a party of thirty Onondages to

the Southern parts called Rendoges & others that they must 
come to their assistance, do give a ffaddom Wampum.

_ The House taking into their serious consideration the sev- 
erall Proposalls & Recommendations from his Excell the 
Govern" & his Ma‘ hono’* Councill relating to New York, do 
debate & Resolve thereon as followeth, Vizt That Whereas 
vpon Receipt of her late Ma Royall Commands altho this 
province was not worth the Money required either in banke 
or had any prospect of advancing the same; Yet rather than 
We would be any ways short therein, We attempted a thing 
of the greatest hazard by laying an Imposition of three pence 
p hogshead after the greatest part of the ships were loaden 
which was so much more than our neighbouring Colony of 
Virginia imposed by which means the Merchants trading here 
are disgusted & induced to leave this province & trade in 
Virginia & other neighbouring Colonies & carry their Goods 
thither, by which means Trade will of necessity decay & faile 
here & thrive there, and that of course will induce all Men 
that are not fast Engaged here to leave this place & go there 
& thereby the province be depopulated & lye open to the 
heathen or to any other Enemy that think it worth their taking. 
After which put to the question in the House, if the Act for 
the Additionall Duty of 3¢ —p hogshead on Tobacco exported 
shall be any further continued than this present year, and 
Resolved Unanimously that the same be no longer continued 
than till the Expiration of the s* Act. 


It is further considered by the House that this province is so 
scituated that the ffrontiers of it are the Road way by w* ffor- 
raign Indians pass from the Norward to Virginia & other 
southern plantations; And We have severall Nations of Indians 
among Us which have dayly correspondence with fforraign 
Indians whose motions we are forced to observe so that we 
are obliged to maintain severall parties of men in constant pay, 
as well for the discovery of the fforraign Indians passing as 
others, by which means this province is at great charge, but 
have thereby discovered, from whence those fforraign Indians 
come, where they inhabite & their distance from Us, and are 
sadly made acquainted that they are nearer to this province by 
at least three days March than they are to New York, And 
We have just reason to believe when they come to know our 
Weakness and that We have no ffortifications or places of 
Strength, nay as yet scarce Arms for our small train bands 
they will be much rather induced to Attack Us than New York. 

As to making vp the Quota of Money proposed, it is con- 
sidered by the House that the greatest part of our substance 
consists of Cattell, hogs & Tobacco, And since it hath pleased 
God this last year by a hard Winter to cause such a mortality 
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of Cattell & hogs, it is modestly computed, the better half of Lib. u. p. 
what was in the province are dead; And this year by the vn- 
seasonnableness of the summer we have scarce made half 
Crops of Tobacco & little better of Corn, by which means 
this province is mightily impoverished; As for the raising of p. 258 
Men, the very noise & alarm thereof has already had such 
fatall consequence in affrighting the labouring ffreemen of 
this Province that by sad Experience Wee find our selves this 
present year decreased above 400 & odd Taxables to the 
great lessening of his Ma** Revenue & damage of this Prov- 
ince, And if the Men should be actually Raised, it would 
occasion the greatest part of the ffreemen within this province 
to desert it & leave the Countrey altogether vndefended & 
an open pray to the Enemy who are much nearer to Us than 
New York; And altho such Men were raised, this Province is 
not in any capacity of paying or equipping them forth with 
Arms &c* for that the publick Revenue thereof is very small, 
and his Lordship the Lord Baltemore hath above halfe thereof

considered that his Administring by proxy might be sufficient 
to secure him of his Debt and the remainder of the Estate for 
the vse of the lawfull Adm‘ of Abington in England, And that 
accordingly afterwards came James Crawford of Calvert 
County aforest Recommended by a Letter from the hono?' 
Coll Henry Jowles to be a person of integrity, skill & honesty 
for to vndertake & manage such a Concern, wherevpon Let- 
ters of Adm" were by the Commissary Gen" granted vnto 
the said Crawford for the vse of the lawfull Adm* in England 
& benefits of the Creditors so soon as the same should appear. 
That some time after there coming a procuration from Eng- 
land from M* Miriell Parney sister of the s* Abington dec* &

By our scituation We are a ffrontier to the ffrench of Canida 
and their Indians being in open Warr frequent incursions are 
made on both sides, Count ffrontiniack keeps 500 Men con- 
stantly at Mount Royall their next considerable ffort to Us 
and has this summer put ffifty Men and a years Provision into Whitehall 
Cadaracqui a Regular ffort of stone & lime opposite to the 
middlemost Nation of our Indians from which ffort he galls & 
harasses them so that they crye aloud to me for assistance to 
beat them from thence which I not being able to give doubt 
the discouragem' may force them to a peace with Canida, then 
it will appear they are nearer to Virginia & Maryland than to 
New York. I am informed your settlements are scattered. 
This defection if it should happen will be of ill consequence I 
doubt both to Virginia & Maryland. I have been lately at 
Albany and given the Indians a large present of Arms, Amu- 
nition & Cloathing, but farr short of what is wanting for their 
Encouragem' This Cadaracqui diverts them from hunting so 
their whole dependance is vpon Us. I shall not be wanting 
in my Duty. By the way of New-found Land We hear 
Admirall Russell has taken ffifteen ffrench Men of warr and

I am not in the least conscious to my self that I have been Whitehall 
any ways wanting in my duty to his most sacred Majesty 
according to the vtmost of my power, in assisting your Excell 
pursuant to her late Ma‘ Royall Commands, but I cannot 
force Assemblies more than others, but it was the only reall 
quarrell I had with them about assisting your Excell Gov- 
ernm‘ of New-York; neither dare I go so farr as apparently to 
hazard the peace & quiet of this his Ma‘ province. 

I am very sorry that your Excell had not enough to give 
your Indians at Albany for their Encouragem' and that the 
ffrench at Cadaracqui divert your Indians from hunting and 
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that the ffort there galls & harasses them, and that your Excell 
is not able to give your Indians assistance to beat the ffrench 
from thence; But M‘ Tasker who waited on your Ex" lately 
from this Governmt did by your Order bring vs a Copy of his 
Excell the Govern’ of Virginia’s Letter to your Excell concern- 
ing sending their Quota of Men to Albany to be there by the 
ffrst of May next, so then your Excell will be 240 men stronger. 

I design (God willing) that our Assembly shall meet in the 
Spring, for there is no doing of it in the Winter, in this Coun-

of the good success of his Ma‘ forces both by Sea & Land 
this last year and do always pray & wish that he may be suc- 
cessfull against his Enemies and the Enemies of our Religion 
& Nation. 

His Majesties Councill of this province are no less sensible 
of your Endeavours to strengthen Vs than I am and the 300 
& odd pounds transmitted to Us from Maryland vnder your 
care is Received with thanks & applyed to the proper vse and 
a fair Representation thereof made to the Lords of the Com- 
mittee. M* Brooks & Mr’ Nicholls sent from hence have 
Instructions to make a fair & true Representation of the cir- 
cumstances his Ma‘ Subjects of this province are vnder in 
relation to our present Warr with the ffrench of Canida & the 
asssistance We have from the adjacent Colonies which I hope 
may be of good Effect, not only to Us but to our Neighbours. 

As to the Quota of Men from Virginia, 1 cannot depend 
vpon them, S' Edmund Andros having the same Reason from 
his part as you from yours that he dare not go so farr as to 
hazard the peace & quiet of that his Ma* province. 

The Copy of S' Edmunds Letter was desired by M* Tasker 
& sent at his instance, not a particular Ord" of my own. 

That the ffrench are endeavouring to debauch our Indians 
is apparent, it is their intrest and I am doubtfull by their 
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repossession of this ffort of Cadaracqui they will force or fright Lib. H. D. 
them into a complyance (I am of oppinion it is absolutely 
necessary for his Ma‘ service to support the ffive Nations of 
Indians) the service they perform against the ffrench cannot 
be easily done by Christian forces without a charge greater 
than the Province can bear the Revenue whereof being 
exhausted by the dayly charge of the Warr and notwithstand- 
ing an Additional Duty raised for payment of the Debts of 
this Governm' the Emergencies that happen dayly are so great 
that all is expended and the province some thousand pounds 
indebted and this I cannot avoid vnless I have some assist- 
ance of Men or Money. 

I see the sad experience of an Indian Warr in New Eng- 
land at this day where notwithstanding the English are very 
numerous have many Towns and the Enemy (as is said) not p. 279 
above 300 yet these Infidels gain dayly vpon them. 

I dont question your Excell Zeal for his Ma‘ service & the 
publick good and hope by your influence the next Assembly 
of your province may be induced to a consideration of their 
‘Neighbours hardships and the ill consequences of a ffrench

The poor Soldiers so imposed on that their Wages is so 
stopt towards the paym' of their Cloaths, has not remaining 
more than a penny p day which with the scarcity of provision 
& other necessaries compells them to live in miserable poverty 
besides the great severity & oppression of an Arbitrary 
Govern" who compells them at all Seasons, without respect to 
quality, Age or youth to sacrifize their lives to the Rage of the 
cruell and merciless heathen, which (if they escape) often 
perish by hunger & cold. These with a great desire of the 
protestant Liberty does create in them an earnest desire to be 
vnder the English protection. To Effect which they have 
proposed these following methods. As New-York being the 
most nigh, and the way they are most acquainted with thither, 
they would daily desert, had they a sure protection from the

some of our English Captives to the ffrench to advertize the 

same to the Governo' of New-York and that if he will send 

his Maquass with terms of peace they will readily Agree to it, 

many of them not only so, but will joyne in a body of a thou- 

sand with the English & Maquass of Albany to invade any 

part of Canida, and likewise bring all their great Trade of 

peltry to Us, being much more near to them than Canida, all 

which will prove of very great loss & disadvantage to the

Inclosed is a Copy of a Letter which I had from Messiers 
Perry & Lane and send it you all that you may see the strange 
alteration about Guineas, gold & silver, and Trade; and par- 
ticularly what concerns ours. 

I daily expect a ship from London, and I hear I have Letters 
in her, and suppose the Whitehall ones are there for I have p. 282 
had none from thence yet. 

I hope M' Brooks & M' Nicholls are safe Arrived in Eng- 
gland, & suppose they will make no other than a fair & true 
Representation of the circumstances of his Ma‘ province, 
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Lib. H. D. ynder your Excell Comand as also of the assistance you have 
Received from the adjacent Colonies. As to what relates to 
this his Ma‘ province, I send home by all opportunities the 
whole Proceedings with the Copy’s of your Ex"* Letters to 
me and mine to you. 

If you dont depend vpon the Quota of Men from Virginia, 
then I was misinformed, and St Edmund Andros is not the 
only Govern’ which hath comply’d with her late Ma‘ Royall 
Commands, for if he should only send your Ex*’Y Money, then 
this his Majesties province hath been before hand with that of 
Virginia. 

If your Excell please let me have an Account, how much 
Money hath been sent from Virginia to your Governm' (I 
think in my time there I sent Two hundred & odd pounds) I 
will lay it before our Assembly, which I design (God willing) 
shall meet this Spring ; but cannot fixe the time till it please 
God I hear from Whitehall; for We expect our London ffleet 
within a Month.

I am of Opinion that in as much as We have no particular 
~ Law of our own Countrey relating to such a matter and hav- 
ing a generall Law whereby it is Enacted that in whatsoever 
Case our own Law is silent, that in such Case the Law of 
England must be pursued, that therefore Attaints may be 
brought against Juries here, and that the Rule they must be 
brought by, is the same Rule whereby they are brought: in 
England, which Rule is plainly set down in our Books, & 
would be too tedious to insert here, there having sev- 
erall Alterations been made therein by severall Statutes. 
As to the second where the Quere is, when any Error in ffact 
is Assigned vpon an Appeal or Writ of Error brought toa 
Superiour Court, before whom such ffact is not cognoscible, 
what course shall be taken to trye that matter of fact. I am 
of Opinion in the first place that an Error in ffact may very 
well be Assigned as appears clearly in our Books, and that 
such Error is not to be tryed by the Judges before whom it is 
Assigned, quia ad questionem facti non respondent Judices, but 
/ pais that is a Jury of the Neighbourhood where such fact 
did Arise, for the impannelling whereof there must issue a 
Venire facias to the Sherriff of the County, and if the ffact 
assigned be found by the Jury, the Judges before whom the 
Writ of Error was brought are to give their Judgm‘ vpon the 
Law that arises out of the s‘ ffact Quia ex facto Jus Oritur p. 352 
et ad questionem Juris non respondent Juratores sed Judices, 
and if the ffact so found be an Erronious ffact, the Judges 
ought to Reverse the Judgm‘; And Iam further of Opinion 
(though it be some what beside the Quzre) that in this

1: That in the case of a Subject only & where the King is 
not concern’d in the Suit; ifa Writ of Error be brought ina 
Superiour Court vpon a Judgm! given in an inferiour Court, 
and the Judgm!' be therevpon Reversed for Error in the 
Judgmt given in the inferiour Court; then the Superiour Court 
ought to give the same Judgm‘' as the inferiour ought to have

and the twelfth man not Agreed, there can be no Verdict, but
